Graphic design 
firms snubbed 

UK GRAPHIC design firms 
have been left fuming after the 
contract to create the Olympic 
tickets was won by a firm in 
America. 

A spokesman for London’s 
Federation of Small Businesses 
said: “This has been one of the 
biggest areas of complaint 
among small companies in the 
capital so far.” 

Small firms 
overlooked 

A BUSINESSMAN from Ilford 
has refuted claims by Olympic 
organisers that a high 
percentage of micro firms who 
applied for Olympic contracts 
had been successful. 

Wilson Chowdhry, who owns 
AA Security in Green Lane, 
said he had applied for several 
contracts over the last 12 
months. 

He said: “We were shortlisted 
for one of the contracts but 
were not successful. 

“We feel we have been 
stitched up and the work has 
been directed towards bigger 
companies, despite earlier 
promises from the Mayor that 
smaller firms would be given a 
fair chance.” 

Mr Chowdhry said his firm 
had met all the criteria 
demanded by the Olympic 
committee. 

He added: “The company has 
more than three years of 
accounts, we have been running 
for 18 years. Our turnover is 


more than £lmillion a year. 

“I had another tender alert 
yesterday and will be applying 
to do security work during the 
actual Olympics, there is four 
weeks left to complete the 
tender.” 

Opportunities 
few and far 
between 

GRAEME Loveland, director 
of the Thurrock Local 
Enterprise Agency, said local 
businesses were not really 
benefiting from the Olympics. 

He said: “I don’t think the 
Games have provided many 
opportunities for businesses in 
Thurrock. Many of the 
contracts have gone to big 
multi-nationals and the work 
has not filtered down to 
smaller businesses.” 

But Mr Loveland said the 
borough was at a disadvantage 
because of the high percentage 
of companies that employ less 
than 10 people. 

He added: “There is a large 
number of small and micro 
businesses that just don’t have 
the resources to put in bids for 
the Olympic contracts.” 

Mr Loveland said organisers 
have been bound by European 
contract legislation and 
working within legal rules on 
spending public money. 

He added: “I know the 
organisers have also been 
working under very tight 
budgets and it’s been a 
difficult process that I really 
don’t envy.” 


The big Olympic snub 


THE Olympics are coming. But what 
have they really done for us? 

Millions of local people have paid 
millions of pounds in extra taxes to 
host the £9billion event. 

Yet many have been left ticketless, 
contractless and without any long term 
prospect of benefiting thanks to 
numerous broken promises and fail¬ 
ures by Olympic organisers in all their 
forms.

A TOWN council leader from 
Essex has spoken of her disappoint¬ 
ment after it was announced that 
only one of 14 Olympic Torch 
Relay runners through the borough 
was from the area. 

Runners in Castle Point hail from 
as far afield as Brighton, Maldon 
and even Beijing and the Hebei 
Province. 

Among locals who missed out 
was George Beecham MBE, 81. 

He has completed 14 London to 
Brighton races and 14 Hastings to 
Brighton races. 

George, who lives inTewkes Road, 
Canvey Island, has raised so much 
money for charity that he was made 
an MBE for services to the island. 

Joan Liddiard, chairman of 
Canvey Island Town Council, con¬ 
sidered him such an inspiration that 
she nominated him to run the torch 
through Hadleigh. 


However, like other Castle Point 
candidates, he was rejected. 

Mrs Liddiard said: “I am grossly 
disappointed. I really thought he 
would have been a worthy person. 

“I know that some other people 
were put forward by other council¬ 
lors and they didn’t get picked 
either. I can’t imagine that there 
wasn’t anybody worthy from the 
whole borough. It is madness.” 

When the YA asked a London 
2012 spokesman how many nomi¬ 
nations had been received for 
Castle Point residents, they said the 
information was unavailable. 

Speaking about his torchbearer 
nomination, Mr Beecham said: “It 
would have been a nice thing to go 
out on. I must be coming to the end 
of my athletic career soon. 

“M^en I found out only one of the 
Castle Point runners was from 
Castle Point - I was gutted over 
that. I thought they’d have liked to 
keep it local.”

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French firms to make banners 
as British companys miss out

FLAGS which will be used for the Olympic 
Games are being made by a French company. 

Doublet was successful in its attempt to get the 
contract to make the Olympic banners, beating a 
number of British firms. 

Romford MP, Andrew Rosindell, was 
‘appalled’ by the findings. 

The Conservative, who is the chairman of the 
Parliamentary Flags & Heraldry Committee, 
said: “It’s something that’s a concern, because 
we’ve got the case where they have been buying 
all these flags, but they aren’t being made in 
Britain. 

“I don’t think they should be made abroad, we 
should be using flags made in this country.” 

Mr Rosindell, who has campaigned to fly the 
Union Flag from all public buildings, believed 
more people should be aware of the news. 

He added: “We’ve got some very, very good 
flag manufacturers in this country, and we should 
have given preference to them. 

“It’s awful. It’s the British Olympics, and we 
should be promoting British businesses.” 

Malcolm Farrow, of the Flag Institute, believed 
European regulations were at least partially 
responsible. 

He explained: “If you have a contract of a cer¬ 
tain size, bidding has to be opened up across

Europe. You may not like it, but that is the law. 

“British flag makers are among the best in the 
world, and what’s happened is a great shame.” 

LOCOG did not make a comment, despite 
numerous phone calls over the course of nearly a 
week. 


But it’s not all bad news... 


THE Federation of Small 
Businesses’ London wide 
representative, Mathew 
Jaffer said, to his knowledge, 
most small businesses who 
applied for Olympic con¬ 
tracts had been successful. 

He said: “I believe the 


majority of micro businesses 
who competed for contracts 
have been successful. 

“You will find individual 
cases where businesses did 
not get a contract, this was 
largely due to insufficient 
legal consortia.” 


But Mr Jaffer did raise 
concerns that the work may 
‘come to a grinding halt’ 
when the Olympics ends. 

He said: “We are worried 
that work for these small 
business will dry up once 
the Games have finished.”

TWO boys who repeatedly raped an 11-year- 
old girl over several months have been jailed. 

Ibraheem Giwa, 15, of Wolsey Avenue, East 
Ham, was sentenced to a total of five years 
imprisonment. His friend - a 16-year-old from 
the Newham area, who cannot be named for

legal reasons - was jailed for a total of 12 
months for the offences dating back to 2009. 

The pair were sentenced at Inner London 
Crown Court last Friday having previously 
been found guilty of rape against a child at the 
same court in February. Two other boys - aged 
16 and 15 and from East Ham - were found not 
guilty of the rape. 

Judge Patricia Lees lifted reporting restric¬ 
tions preventing the naming of Giwa, who was 
the main instigator in the attacks. 

The court heard how the victim was forced to 
endure a series of assaults by a gang, of which 
Giwa was alleged to be the leader despite 
being, at 13, its youngest member. 

The first attack took place in Central Park, 
Beckon, in September 2009, with Giwa and 
another boy raping the 11-year-old. 

Giwa attacked her again a week later at his 
home. 

Another offence took place in toilets at a 


McDonalds restaurant in East Ham. Other boys 
guarded the door to keep the youngster inside 
while she was raped by the 16-year-old from 
Newham. 

After each of the attacks the boys would

punch the girl to threaten her and ensure she 
did not tell her family or friends. She also 
experienced bullying on the internet with mes¬ 
sages about the rape allegations being placed 
on her Facebook page. 

The victim was eventually convinced by 
a close relative to contact police and an 
investigation was launched in January 
2010 . 

Detective Sergeant Kam Sodhi, based at 
Stratford, said: “This has been a truly 
shocking case in which a young child has 
been subjected to the most appalling sex¬ 
ual abuse. What is equally shocking is the 
similarly young age of her attackers. 

“The victim has shown immense 
courage throughout her ordeal, the investi¬ 
gation and the subsequent court case. At 
the time of the offences she was just 11 
years old. She stood in a court in front of 
her attackers at the age of 13 years. 

“We hope that this result at court today 
is welcomed by the victim and her family 
and that they can now move on with their 
lives.” 

It is thought another five boys were 
involved in sexually assaulting the victim 
or watching while the attacks were carried 
out.

A TAEKWONDO player 
from Walthamstow won Great 
Britain’s first gold medal of 
the European Taekwondo 
Championships in Manches¬ 
ter. 

Lutalo Muhammad, 20, 
marked his European debut 
with a stunning 13-4 final win 
over world number nine, 
Augustin Bata, in the -87kg 
weight division. 

Muhammad broke down in 
tears and hugged coach 
Joseph Salim after a roller¬ 
coaster tournament. 

He successfully defeated 
Spain’s two-time European 
champion, Jon Garcia Agua- 
do, and came back from 10-1 
down to win 12-11 on the 
golden point in his quarter- 
final match against Croatian 
Nikola Bojo. 

Muhammad, who won a 
total of five fights, belied his 
championship experience 
with a 5-4 victory against 
Turkey’s Ali Sari in the semi¬ 


final with the last kick of the 
contest. 

He said: “I’m elated with 
the result as I’ve been training 
so hard for this and have visu¬ 
alised this moment for a long 
time. The morale on Team GB 
is great at the moment as we 
had our most successful Euro¬ 
pean performance.” 

Muhammad dedicated the 
win to his father Wayne, who 
trained him since he was 
three-years-old. 

“I am so grateful for the 
support and dedication from 
my Dad. He has helped me so 
much and now I hope to 
inspire other budding athletes 
from East London.” 

The victory puts Muham¬ 
mad in a strong position for 
team selection when the GB 
Olympic squad is named late 
this month. 

“I can only do my job which 
is performing well on the 
mat,” he added. “I think I have 
done my job. I am not on the 
selection panel, I will leave 
that up to them.”
